Security Board 
Cuts Request by 
$682,000 in State 


Jefferson City, April 7. — The 
State Social Security Commission 
cut only $682,248 off its original 
request for $45,104,830 from the 
state for payment of old-age pen­ 
sions, child aid, relief and admin­ 
istrative 
expenses 
during 
the 
1941-42 biennium, in revising its 
budget at the request of Gov. For­ 
rest C. Donnell. 
Former Gov. Lloyd C. 
Stark, 
before retiring from office, recom­ 
mended to the Legislature that the 
commission’s request be cut to 
$37,000,000. 
Gov. 
Donnell, who 
has been attempting 
to 
effect 
economies because of the state’s 
critical financial 
situation, 
said 
last week 
proposed 
appropria­ 
tions would have to be reduced 9 
per cent if the budget were to be 
| balanced. 
This would mean the social se­ 
curity appropriations would nave 
to be cut to $33.670,000, or $10,- 
752.582 less than the commission 
| said it would need to support the 
program adequately 
during 
the 
biennium. 
The Social Security 
Commis­ 
sion’s revised budget, announced 
today by Gov. Donnell, reduces 
the amounts requested for old- 
age pensions, aid to 
dependent 
children and administration 
by 
$2,285,507, but increases the re­ 
quest for direct relief by $1,603,- 
259, leaving a net 
decrease 
of 
$682,248. 
The revised request for direct 
relief now amounts to 
$8,923,- 
259. The 
commission 
told 
the 
Governor that when the original 
budget was prepared relief funds 
were requested for unemployable 
relief cases only, because it 
A*as 
thought that improved 
business 
and the defense program would 


remove all employables from the 
rolls. Since then, the commission 
stated, it has received informa­ 
tion that it is unlikely that many 
employable cases can be dropped.

quests, in addition to relief, are: 
Old-age pensions, $25,286,693,

Vegetables we know as squashes 
may actually be pumpkins; but 
squash or pumpkin, it is pretty sure 
to be one hundred per cent Amer­ 
ican. 
Both were being grown by 
the Indians when Columbus crossed 
the ocean. 
We have not improved much on 
the Indian varieties, but this year 
an All-America award was won by 
a Yankee product, christened Yan­ 
kee hybrid. 
As the illustration shows, this is 
a straight necked squash with a 7- 
inch neck before the bulge, which 
means more quality flesh. Of great 
interest to students of plant breed­ 
ing is the way this new variety 
is produced. 
It is one of the few 
FI hybrids which are practical 
among vegetables, and is bred by 
methods resembling those used to 
produce hybrid com. 
To produce FI hybrids, one must 
cross two different parents seeking 
to combine in the offspring the good 
qualities of both. 
FI hybrids are 
usually endowed with exceptional 
vigor and uniformity. 
But while 
it is easy to perform this cross 
on one pair of plants, there are few 
plant families so constructed that 
a whole field crop of FI hybrids can 
be grown, because most plants fer­ 
tilize themselves, and will continue 
to do so unless an operation is per­ 
formed on each individual, a pro­ 
cedure usually too expensive for a 
field crop. 
With corn, this operation calls 
for cutting off the tassels of erne

parent; and with squash it requires 
picking off the male blossoms of 
the mother variety, so that all the 
pollen available must come from 
the other parent variety growing 
near. 
Most gardeners may prefer to 
leave the technical details to the 
breeder while they concentrate on 
growing the hybrid squash and en­ 
joying them. Wait until the soil is 
warm before sowing squash seeds, 
and fertilize each hill with a hand­ 
ful of balanced plant food well 
mixed with the soil. 
A hill, re­ 
member, is not an elevation, but a 
location, say 4 feet away in each 
direction from other drills (rows) 
or hills, so that the squash plant 
may have room to grow and spread. 
Thin out to about three plants per 
hill. 
All squashes may be eaten when 
in the baby stage, and many con­ 
sider them most delicious then.
